THINGS WE DON’T KNOW. | 

The beef packers are under indictment and 
waiting trial. Wighty-three iron, wire and steel 
manufacturers have been indicted for violation 
of the criminal provision of the anti-trust law. 
Standard Oil and the Tobacco Trust have been 
ordered dissolved by the United States Supreme 
Court: The Powder Trust has been found illegal 
by the Federal Circuit Court of Delaware. The 


proceedings instituted. The Steel Trust and the 
Sugar Trust are being investigated by congres- 
sional committees. 

One result of all these operations is publicity. 
It has become known, not as the result of gossip 
or rumor or private effort, but officially and 
authoritatively what methods these men and in- 
stitutions have employed to restrain trade, secure 
monopoly and keep up prices. It is true that not 
yet has a trust been dissolved in fact, nor has a 
capitalist of prominence been sent to jail, but 
progress has been made. 

Despite the progress that has been made and the 
information that has been secured, the informa- 
tion still lacking is more interesting. We have 
not yet learned the secrets of the connection be- 
We know that 
in 1906 George H. Earle put in the possession of 
Mr. Roosevelt evidence of the lawless methods of 
the Sugar Trust and that the trust was held fm- 
mune to prosecution. We know the evidence was 
so strong and convincing that the civil suit against 
the trust was easily won by Mr. Earle as receiver 
of the Pennsylvania Refining Co., which the trust 
had wrecked. But we do not know why Mr. 
Roosevelt did not act un the evidence given him. 

We know that in 1907 Mr. Roosevelt licensed 
the Steel Trust to absorb Tennessee Coal and 
Iron and so perfect its “ultimate monopoly” of 
iron ore, but we have seen the explanatign that 
this was done to prevent a disastrous panic com- 
pletely disproved. We do not know why Mr. 
Roosevelt permitted that violation of the law and 
remained silent. 

We don’t know why he whitewashed Paul Mor- 
ton. We don’t know why Wickersham authorized 
a moral violation of the fundamental law of the 
Philippines in behalf of the Sugar Trust. We 
don’t know how much the great corporations con- 
tributed to Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign fund in 
1904 or why they did it. We don’t know the rea- 
sons for Big Business’ influence in politics and in 
lawmaking. All we know. are some of the re- 
sults. P 
We are going to know more. The sum of the 
public’s information is being constantly added 
to. The light is being turned on. Pending in- 
vestigations and trials will be great clarifiers. The 
Lorimer investigation is adding its mite. 

Big Business deplores the war on Big Business. 
It squirms and threatens to retaliate. | But Big 
Business is going to be driven out of politics. It 
is going to be inhibited from writing tariff sched- 
ules. It is going to be forbidden to elect and 
control lawmakers. It is going to be made as 
amenable to law*as little business or individ- 
uals. This is the public demand and there can 
be no peace until the demand is complied with.

C. Martin, Divining Rod In- 
ventor, Declares There’s 
Enough for 20 Years. 





ONLY MILE FROM ST. LOUIS 





Asserts Chemicals He Uses Tell 
Him When He Is Standing 
Over Oil or Gas. 





That there is a vein of natural gas 
less than a mile from the St. Louis 
city limits, which would supply fuel 
and light to this city for 20 years to 
come, is the assertion of lL. C. Martin, 
gas and oil expert, of Trenton, III. 

Martin has been in St. Louis the past 


week consulting with the officials of 


the Glendale Oil & Gas Co. The com- 
pany’s well is located, he declares, ‘at A 
spot where his instrument showed the 
presence of oil in paying quantities. 
He points to the well, which ts on the 
Collins road, near Kirkwood, as evi- 
dence of the correctness of the tests 
by which he says he is able to locate 
both oil and gas.’ 

Two years ago, in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch of July 4, 1909, Martin told 
of the existence of natural gas at va- 
rious points in the city. - Since that 
‘ime he has used his peculiar instru- 
ments in seeking o11 fields in St. Louis. 
County and in Illinots. 

Gases Emitted by Oil. 

He says that the unsuccessful shafts 
the Carlyle field in EHilinois were 
sunk at places which he advised the 
prospectors against. Their mistake, he 
in thinking that there 
was a poo] of oil beneath the surface 
there, when there were only veins. 

Martin's divining rod is of his own 
construction, and its hollow head con- 
tains chemicals, which, he says, respond 
to the presence of oil at any depth 
below. The oil constantly emitting 
gases from the surface, he says, which, 
while not perceptible to the sense’ of 
smell, have a chemical reaction. When 
he stands over a place where oil is, 
he declares, the head of the rod, which 
Is SO arranged as to mave Froud or down 
on a spring, dips. 


No One Else Can Use Them 
He has a similar rod for detecting 


gas, the chemical contents being some- 
what different. Both instruments, in 
his own hands, he considers infallible, 
but he says no one @e has been able 
to use them. 

The chemical contents of the two rods 
constitute a secref-known only, Martin 
says, to himself and his wife. 

During his work of locating well sites 
for the Glendale company and of obdtain- 
ing leases on oi] and gas rights for the 
company, Martin has prospected with 
his instruments for a distance several 
miles north and east of Kirkwood. 

Visits Gas Company. 

He says that he found an immense 
amount of natural gas a half mile west 
of University City. Whether the gas 
could be obtained free from water is a 
question which Martin says would have 
to be determined by actual experiment, 
but he thinks the chance as good as it is 
anywhere. 

Martin has visited the officials of the 
Laclede Gas Light:Co., who recently 
abandoned a plan to pipe natural gas to 
St. Louis from the Caddo flelds in 
Louisiana. They declined to take up 
his plan for seeking natural gas in St. 
Louis County.

Washington University Deal. 

With the sale of the McLanahan 
fee to the Monadnock Co. it was re- 
ported that a transaction had been 
completed whereby the Washington 
University Association was to ac- 
ouire the fees in the Olive and Sixth 
street sides of the Barr block for 
$5,000,000, or at the prices desig- 
nated in the leases. The story was 
denied by Robert S. Brookings, 
president of the Washington Univer- 
sity Association. 

The fees of the Barr block form prob- 
ably the only investment in downtown 
St. Louis available for the great over- 
plus of the Washington University As- 
sociation, according to real estate men, 
it being predicted in St. Louis realty 
and financial circles that the fees of 
the Barr block will ultimately be ac- 
quired by the Washington University 
Association. -< 

As an educational institution, 
Washington University Association is 
exempt from taxation, which in the 
instance of the Barr site and building 
would amount to $125,000 to $150,000 an- 
nually, and which would eclipse the 
Washington University Association’s 
saving in taxes in the Cupples block. 

Control of the Premises, 

Since its 99-year leases of the ground 
insure its absolute control of the prem- 
ises, the Monadnock Realty Co. is not 
primarily interested in the sale of the 
fees of the Barr block, the proceeds of 
which would be received by the owners 
of the ground. The Maffitt-Chouteau 
estate, which owns the entire Sixth 
street frontage, embracing half of the 
block, and George F. Tower, who owns 
the site of the annex at the northeast 
corner of Seventh and Olive streets, 
would receive the largest proportion of 
the money forthcoming in this connec- 
tion.

RANGE OF COTTON

The market continues to be gov- 
erned almost entirely by weather 
conditions; the range of prices has 
been very narrow, and the movement

The expectation 1s 
that the report will confirm private 
advices and show an excellent condi- 
tion.

Most of it was taken by 
the Armour Interests, and is said to rep- 
resent a large part of Lanyon’s hold- 
ings.

The Modern Miller’ report on winter 
wheat was good. It sald: ‘Threshing 
jreturns indicate that winter wheat is 
yielding satisfactory results, some re- 
ports claiming yields. beyond expecta- 
tions. The quality of the grain gener- 
ally is good. Short yields continue to be 
heard from, the damage being caused by 
the hot weather or Hessian fly. Most of 
the poor yields are in the soft winter 
wheat states. Kansas reports many 
large yields of hard winter. In some 
sections of Illinois and Missourl smut in- 
fests the wheat.’”’ 

Statistics Are Bearish. 


The statistical news was bearish. An 
official estimate on the Spanish wheat 
crop places the. yield at 157,000,000 bu, 
against 137,000,000 bu last year.

An unusual story is revealed in the 
isuit to set aside the adoption of 
three children by Louis P. Eward, 
millionaire tronmaster. If the charges 
in the petition, filed late Friday after- 
noon by Marry F. Ewald for him-. 
self and other heirs, are true, Ewald 
adopted thé ¢hildren whe under the 
influence of G@rugs, and while in fear 
of their mother. . « 

When Ewald died he had more than 
$2,000,000 in cash in St. Louis banks 
and the Columbia Trust Co. and St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. are made 
parties to the suit. The estate is 
estimated at $3,000,000. 

The three adopted children are 
designated as Philip Louis Golden, or 
Ewald; Helen Golden, or Ewald and 
Sterling D. Seamens, or Ewald. It 
is allewed that their mother was 
known as Golden and as Seamens. 

Woman Was His Housekeeper. 
After making his millions in St. 
Louis, Louis Ewald went to Louis- 
ville to live. He died there July 30, 
1909. For many years preceding his 
death Mrs, Golden, or Seamens, was 
his housekeeper. 

Louisville did not know that Ewald 
was a millionaire. His money being 
in St. Louis banks, and his habits 
tending to retirement, he had few 
friends there. Whenever he left his 
Third avenue home he drove in a 
closed carriage. Whenever he travel- 
ed -he was accompanied by “Dick” 
Ramsey, a Louisville athlete, who 
acted as his bodyguard. Ramsey oc- 
cupied the berth above Ewald on 
sleeping cars, and this strengthened 
the impression that the millionaire 
feared for his life. 

_ In the suit filed here, the charge 
is made that Ewald feared Mrs. Gold- 


en and was under her domination. 
Charges Say He Feared Mother. 


It is charged that he used drugs 
and was at times mentally unsound, 
He was not aware of what he was 
doing when he signed the adoption 
papers, according to the petition, and 
was in dread of the mother of the 
children. \ 

Philip and Helen Golden were legal- 
ly adopted in 1900, and the boy known 
as Sterling Seamens in 1905. 

In Ewald’s will provision was 
made for a $300,000 trust fund for 
these children. Bequests of $15,000 
each were made to Harry Ewald, who 
is suing, and for several other rela- 
tives, After these were paid the 
balance of the estate was to go to 
the children. 

Mrs. Rose E. Damon, a sistef of the 
ironmaster, filed a suit to break the 
will last: January in which she made 
Similar alegations regarding the 
adopted children. 

A news telegram last night to the 
Post-Dispatch from Louisville stated 
that Mrs. Ellen. Golden, mother of 
the children, had taken them with 
her to Saranac Lake, N. Y., for the 
summer. The handsome Third ave- 
nue residence is in care of a house- 
man, who declined to say anything 
except that the family is expected 
back in October. It is gossip in 
Louisville, according to the dispatch, 
that at one time Mrs. Golden. had 
trouble with her employer and left 
him and that it was months before 
he succeeded in getting the children 
back.

44 Years Ago Mrs. Mersman 
Gladly Traded It for Main 
Street Business Site. 





The Post-Dispateh story of the re- 
clint sale for $300,000 of the McLanahan 
lot in the Barr block, which sold 60 
years ago for $3375, brouglt to light 
another interesting real estate romance. 
Real estate dealers recall that prop- 
erty in the vicinity of Sixth and Olive 
streét, rfow worth $10,000 a front foot, 
according. to recent transfers, was con- 
Sidered of exceedingly doubtful value 
in 1867, only 44 years ago. 

The late John C. Nulsen and Joseph 
Mersman for many years constituted 
the wholesale liquor firm of Nulsen & 
Mersman. A story told by real estate 
men is that they decided to.divide their 
property in 1867, each having made 
enough money to retire. Among other 
things they owned jointly tv » parcels 
of real estaté, one piece on Main street) 
Letween Olive street and Locust, and 
the other on the southwest corner of 
Sixth and Olive streets. 

Main street was at that time the busy 
mart of St. Louis. All of the principal 
business houses were then ‘‘under the 
hill.’ . 


Wives Draw Lots, 

When Nulsen acquired\the Sixth and 
Olive street property, and built a house 
on it, he had serious misgivings as to 
his wisdom in doing so. The, lot had 
a frontage of 87 feet, 6 inches on Olive 
street, and 67 feet 6 inches on Sixth 
street. ; 

The Main street property was then 
producing a fine annual income, but 
the Olive and Sixth street property was 
not producing much revenue. Nulsen 
and Mersman both wanted the Main 
street property, but were not able to 
agree as to which should get it. 

They finally decided to Jet their wives 
draw straws for the lots. Mrs. Mers- 
man drew the Sixth and Olive street 
lot, and Mrs. Nulsen the Main street 
lot. Mrs. Mersman was so dissatis- 
fied that she wept bitterly. By her 
failure to draw the Main street prop- 
erty, then rented for a handsome sum, 
she thought. she had brought dire dis- 
aster upon her husband. 

Finally, Nulsen, out of the goodness 
of his heart, told Mrs. Mersman if she 
was s0 dissatisfied he would exchange 
lots with her. Mrs. Mersman accepted 
his proposal, and was happy when she 
saw the deed conveying the property 
to her husband. 


The Mersmans Lose. 


But in the course of time St. Louis 
grew westward, and Main street prop- 
erty began to decrease in -value, while 
Olive street property, particularly in 
the vicinity of ,Sixth street, 
rapidly. 

The Sixth and Olive street property is 
still owned by the John C. Nulsen In- 
vestment Co... and is under lease to 
George F. Tower Jr., for $20,000 a year. 
Expert real estate dealers say the 
Main street property could now 
bought outright for probably less than 
one-half the annual rental of the Sixth 
and Olive streét lot. Mrs. Mersman won 
temporaril, by getting the Main street 
lot, but lost a fortune in the end. 

On a 4 per cent basis, the Nulsen lot is 
worth $500,000, and probably could be 
sold for a great deal more. 

Nulsen died a few years ago, leaving 
a large estate to his children, who are 
still living in St. Louis. After retiring 
from the wholesale liquor business, he 
founded the Missouri Malleable Iron 
Co., one of the first iron plants in St. 
Louis.

The arrival of the aeroplane was 
practically unheralded in New York, 
however, and it had come olear on 


down East River and was in full view 
of lower Manhattan before Father 


New York really woke up to what 
was going on in the air above. 

The biplane was about 1000 feet 
high when it sailed over the Wil- 
liamsburg, Manhattan and Brooklyn 
bridges, dipping and rising, moving 
in gentle areas and curves. Atwood 
and the machine were out of sight of 
this part of the island in less than 
three minutes. 

News travels quick downtown, and 
as the aeroplane glided diagonally 
over the river at Wall street the ob- 
servers in the upper stories of the 
skyscrapers, who had heard of the 
flight, saw the machine turn to the 
East and go far out over South 
Brooklyn. It was then about 900 feet 
in the air and there were strong our- 
rents, and the black line dipped and 
turned like a floating sheet of card- 
board. : 

When Atwood and his companiona 
had sailed over Gowanus they made 
a big circle and came swooping and 
arting up across the upper bay and 
then straight across, Governor's Is- 
land, over Battery rk and on up 
Whitehall street past Bowling Green 
and up Broadway. 

By that time a million New Yorkers 
were on the watch. Atwood came up 
toward the Singer tower feeling the-air 
currents and dipping or rising as he en- 
tered i.hem. He appeared to find what 
he wanted for his intended stunt of 
reunding the tower, but either he could 
not get the currents which would permit 
him to fly in a circle exactly around the 
tower or he thought he had accom- 
plished the feat. The aviator took the 
plane in a graceful circle, going from 
the west to the north, then to the south, 
and again te the west. 

The aviator curved with a beautifu) 
swing over buildings just south of the 
Singer, then over Broadway, jammed 
with. thousands, toward Nassau street, 
the downtown Canyon, over the Equita- 
ble Life Building, the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, the New Bankers’ Trust 
Bullding, then over Broadway again 
and right over eM Trinity Church to 
Church street. 

Everybody was applauding, hats and 
handkerchiefs were waved and people 
were shouting up into the air at the 
top of their voices. But no sound float- 
ed. down from the aeroplane, far up 
above the-skyscrapers and steeples and 
weather vanes. 

When nearly over the Bankers’ Trust 
Bullding, the new structure, now 381 
stories high, with tower, at Nassau and 
Wall streets, he dipped to about 800 feet, 
or perhaps less, and sailed down over 
Broad street, which is quite wide It 
was thick with men. The curb brokers 
stopped all business, shouted, danced 
and clapped their hands, while all the 
Wall street district rushed out of bulld- 
Ings to see the biplane. 

In a graceful sweep of.a couple of 
hundred feet, Atwood dipped the ma- 
chine to perhaps 700 feet as he flew 
over the wide street, and then on 
down over the Stock and Quotation 
Telegraph Co. Building at 2¢ Beaver 
street, 18 stories high, and then back 
over Battery Park. 3 

From every craft on the water men 
and women were gazing up and at the 
aeroplane. The biggest moving boats 
in sight were the incoming Cunaréder. 
the Saxonia, and the outgoing steam- 
ships, the St. Paul and Caronia. Their 
passengers were on deck and they 
had a fine sight. The aeroplane dipped 
low now and was at times almost 
touching the water. | 
| Atwood maintained a height of 
only about 30 feet or so most of the

379,290 ATTEND FARM 
LECTURES IN 1910 


Secretary Wilson Gets Reports 
From 52 Railroads Running 
Special Agricultural Trains. 


WASHINGTON, July 1—PFifty-two of 
the leading raflroads of the United 
States operated agricultural instruc- 
tion trains for the benefit of farmers 
along their routes, using 239 cars and 
spending more than $90,000 for the serv- 
foe in 1910, according to @ report made 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wilson by 
Farmers’ Institute Specialist, John 
Hamilton. 

It is said 379,290 people attended the in- 
stitutes conducted on the trains, which 
traversed altogether 40,771 miles of 
track and made 179 stops ranging from 
40 minutes to two days each 

Mr. Hamilton reports that many ‘of 
the transportation companies are com- 
ing to appreciate agriculture as a source 
of income and are giving special atten- 


tion to its development.

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NATION’S INCOME 
EXCEEDS ESTIMATE 


Internal Revenue Receipts Total 
$14,000,000 More Than 


Official Guess for Year. 


WASHINGTON, July L—Official 
figures, subject to revision, indicate 
that the Federal treasury for the 
fiscal year of 1911, which closed yes- 
terday, will show an ordinary sur- 
plus of $45,681,620 and an excess of 
$31,305,923 over all disbursements in- 
cluding Panama canal and publio debt 
cransactions, 

Total receipts for the year were for 
greater than the offictal estimate and 
will pass the $700,000,000 mark. The 
unexpected increase is @ue te the 
fact that $27,500,000 was pald in on 
the corporation tax, about $8,000,000 
more than offictals expected at that 
time. 

Internal revenue reoeipts in total 
ran $14,000,000 more than the official 
estimate and are in full $3,222,419,938, 
the greatest sum ever collected in 
that tax. Customs receipts for the 
year amounted to $38138,846 209.

LICENSE REQUIRED TO 
FLY IN CONNECTICUT 


Violators of Law Are Liable to 
$ioo Fine and One Month 


in Jail. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn, July 1—A. 
Holland Fobes of Fairfield, aeronaut, 
has been granted a license to navigate 
an airship or dirigible balloon, under 
the aviation law just passed by the 
Connecticut Legislature. It is Moense 
No. 1, issued by Secretary of State 
Rogers, and is the first document of 
this sort ever issued in the world, as 
the Connecticut law is the first at- 
tempt made by a legislative body to 
secure control over. the air regions. 

The flight of Atwood into the State 
yesterday calls attention to the fact 
that the new aviation law prohibits 
an airman from fiying within the 
state unless he has a license. The 
law provides a penalty for violation 
of not more than $100 fine or im- 
prisonment for not more than six 
months or both.

There certainly is no present 
rush of trust magnates found gullty for 
the best quarters in any jails. No 
statute of limitations protects confidence 
men or bank looters from future crim- 
inal prosecutions. The trust magnates 
are the more destructive to business 
than the other class. 

“Under ‘present laws,” Mr. Hisgen 
ard for damages to my trade, nor get a 
warrant in any court for the arrest of 
a law-breaking monopolist. The United 
States Attorney-General alone has the 
authority to start such proceedings. 
Why should our protection against trust 
raids and law-breaking be so limited?

“Have you escaped railroad rebat- 
ing?’

“Oh, no,’ he replied. ‘‘We still have 
old, yellow bills of lading to show 
Standard crude shipped in barrels 
marked ‘free’ or ‘deadhead.’ Our crude 
cost ug heavy freight. We are still 
facing the old railroad rebates and 
such discriminations as the failure of 
railroads to give us connections with 
our oil wells.

In that connection the interstate com- 
mission act made Standard Oil pipe 
fines common carriers. Are they? They 
are not. Common carriers are substi- 
tutes for the old highway, opened by 
law to all shippers on equal terms, no 
matter how: smail:their freight. But 
the Standard requires as a fixed con- 
dition of shipment a quantity of crude 
such as no independent oil man can 
offer. The Standard pipe line termials, 
too, are carefully placed out of inde- 
pendent reach. Why has the Interstate 
Commerce Commission neglected to in- 
vestigate this pipe line violation of the 
railroad rate law? Here again the sit- 
uation requires, I think, a erimina! 
penalty to strengthen it.’’ 

After a pause he added, with a amile: 

“I don't want to thrust all rich men 
into jail, as you might think from my 
talk. But we need effective laws, and 4 
year’s imprisonment for a few trust 
and monopoly magnates would make 
lawbreaking an unpopular practice with 
them all.”

Story Is That National Lawmak- 
ers Want to Make Money 
From Uncle Sam. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Intimating 
that members of Congress and other 
public officials oWn land between the 
Capitol and the Union Station, a tract 
to be bought by the Government for 
a public park, Representative Sisson 
of Mississippi introduced today & 
resolution for an investigation.

Bill Passed Three Years Ago. 

Three years ago Congress passed a 
law to purchase the property in and 
to pay for it at the rate of $500,000 a 
year. Provision was made for con- 
demnation proceedings if. owners 
would not gell without being forced 
to do so. A commission of three— 
the Speaker of the House, the Prest- 
dent of the Senate and the. Superin- 
tendent of the Capitol—was provided 
for.

INCIDENT NEAR HIGHLANDS

en Hide Identity of Men in It.

Who was in ahtomobile No. 1992 when 
two girls leaped from it while it was 
iunning at full speed out Clayton road, 
near Forest Park Highlands, Friday 
night? 

This is the question which developed 
into a mystery yesterday, when Isaac 
N. Brown, owner of the machine, and 
Ralph Bierman, who was his guest at 
the Highlands the evening before, made 
emphatic denial to mounted policemen, 
investigating the case, that they knew 
enything about the incident. 

Witnesses of the occurrence say it 
was about 7:30 p. m. Friday when the 
two young woman leaped from the 
speeding auto and rolled over in the 
road as it disappeared to the West. 
Scme of the men who were standing 
near saw and remembered the auto 
mobile’s number. 

Girls Are Not ‘Injured. 

The girls, who were not injured, | 
though the fall might have killed them, 
were taken to the home of G. H. Milz, 
6102 Oakland avenue. They would not 
tell their narmnes or the names of the 
men who, they said, were with them in 
the machine a few minutes before. 

They said that the men had invited 
them to ride to the Highlands, but that 
when nearing that resort they were 
told that their destination was a ‘‘chick- 
en farm’’ and saloon some distance out 
the road. 

They said they did not wish to go to 
the farm, but the men refused’ to let 
them out, and they jumped. 

After telling this much, the girls took 
a Market car: - Policemen heard of the 
affair and tracing the number of the 
machine, found that it was owned by 
Brown, who lives at 6649 Marquette av- 
enue and is president of the Brown Ma- 
chine Co., 515 North Main street. 

Brown Investigates. 

Policemen called at the Brown home, 
but Brown was away. When he re- 
turned after 10 p. m., he called up the 
Mounted District Station, and ft was 
then, he says, that he learned for the 
first time that information was being 
sought from him about the affair of the 
two young women. 

He denied knowing anything about 
the ~ atter, and was told that nothing 
more was wanted of him at that time. 
That did not satisfy Brown, who has a 
wife and five children, and yesterday 
rt set out to investigate. 

‘“T have been working on this matter 
all day,” said Brown to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter late last night, “and I have 
been unable to learn how it was that 
my name came to be connected with 
this matter. But I have succeeded in 
convincing my wife and Mrs. Bierman 
of the truth, that Bierman and I know 
nothing about the two girls. 

Tells of Evening at Garden. 

‘T took Bierman to the Highlands 
in my machine Friday evening. No 
girls or anyone else rode with us 
for any part of the way. We 
reached the Highlands at 7 p. m., 
stayed for the show and 4id not 
leave the grounds until 10, 

“At that time I found my auto 
where I had left it, and there was 
nothing to make me think anyonys 
hed had it. It is possible someone 
did, but I have always thought that 
good care was taken of machines at 
the Highlands. 

“T don’t know whether somebody did 
have my car or whether another num- 
ber was mistaken for mine. All I do 
know is that Bierman and I:had no part 
in any such affair. 

‘“T have taken Mrs. Brown and Mrs. 
Bierman out to the Highlands this aft- 
ernoon in my machine and they have 
talked with waiters, policemen and the 


‘| manager, all of whom sew us there at 


7, and know that we stayed through the 
evening. All remembered our presence 
and. the time and made positive state- 
ments. Policeman Dolan and Pine saw 
us at 7:45, after we had finished a leis- 
urely dinner, and the waiters saw us 
earlier.”’ 

Bierman {fs an employe of the Street 
Department. He was not at home 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter called at 
his home, 4262 Botanical avenue, yes- 
terday afternoon and last night. Later 
at night, when inquiry was made by 
telephone, a& man’s voice said that 
Biermah .was absent and would prub- 
ably not return until moroing. 

Mrs. Brown, when seen yesterday at 
her home in her husband's absence, said 
she thought her husband returned about 
9p. m. Friday in his machine. Mrs. 
Bierman was in Alton Friday night, but 
said she returned yesterday morning 
just in time to meet her husband start- 
ing for his_work. He told her, she said 
yesterday, that he and Bierman had 
been automobiling and had had “a. little 
trouble,”’ but that he did not have time 
to explain the nature of the trouble to 
her. 

The experience of the two girls was 
somewhat similar to that of Miss Maude 
Little, whose skull was fractured in a 
leap from an auto near the outskirts of 
the city a year ago. Her sister was 
with her in the machine. She was in 
a hospital for several months, and two 
young men of good families pleaded 
guilty in pee andy Circuit Court to 
a charge preferred by her, and paid 
fines.

ALTON CHIEF IGNORES LAW 





Calls H Trivial and Declares His 
Office Cooler Will Continue 
Doing Business. 





A law forbidding the use of com- 
mon drinking cups in factories or 
public places went into effect yester- 
day in Illinois, and found many man- 
ufacturers unprepared or ignorant of 


its provisions. Post-Dispatch report- 
ers who investigated the working of 
the law found only one person who 
openly flouted it, and that was Chief 
of Police Lachance of Alton. The tin 
cup at the water cooler in the station 
remained in common use all day, and 
Chief Lachance said it would not be 
removed. 

‘Tt's a trivial law,” he said. “State 
officiaJs can busy themselves to hetter 
advantage in enforcing. more im- 
portant statutes. Such a law is only 
I don’t intend to 

y any attention to it.” 

/ The law provides for a fine of from 
$5 to $50 for any person who “permits 
the use” of a common oup. The Stone- 
ware Pipe Co. of East Alton, which 
employs 75 persons, got around it by 
posting a sign over its drinking cup 
as follows: 
If you use this cup, yeu do it 
at your own risk. 

The Standard Oil Refinery, at Wood 
River, provided . bubbling fountains 
for its 500 employes, and the Equit- 
able Power Co. gave its 800 men and 
women paper cups. State Senator 
Edmond Beall provided collapsible 
tin cups for the 200 employes in his 
two shovel factories. 

The Illinois Glass Factory, with 
4000 employes, compelled them to sup- 
ply their own cups. 

The W. C. T. U. amnnidien a public 
drinking fountain at Second and 
Market streets in Alton, and by an 
oversight failed to remove the cups 
there, but when the attention of Mrs. 
John Armstrong, president of the or- 
ganization, was called to the matter, 
she had them taken away. 


Worry at Chautauqua. 

The cups were removed from the 
famous mineral springs at Piasa Chau- 
tauqua, but the law left those in charge 
of the resort in a quandary as to what 
they should do. There was a suggestion 
that straws such as are used at soda 
fountains be provided for those who 
wanted a drink and had no cups, with 
a square of carpet to kneel on. Others 
thought it would be better to supply 
paper oups, but the problem was not 
settled yesterday. 

East St. Louis met the emergency 
squarely, every plant of consequence 
there, so far as Post-Dispatch report- 
ers learned, being prepared for it. 

East Side Had Prepared. 

The firms which required their em- 
ployes to furnish their own-cups were: 
The General Roofing Co., 7 employes; 
the Elliott Frog and Switch Co., 2650; 
the Aluminum Ore Co., 600: Armour & 
Co., 1600: the Baltimore & Ohio South- 
western Railroad Co., 200; the Mobile & 
Ohio Railroad Co., 125, and the Illinois 
Central Railroad Co., 1800. 

Those which supplied cups for the em- 
ployes were: The J. C. Grant Chemical 
Co., 110 employes, ang the International 
Harvester Co., 25. 

Those which provided bubbling foun- 
tains throughout their plants were: 
Morris & Co., 1200 employes, 20 foun- 
tains; the Republic Iron and Steel Co.,

Heat Only Causes One Death 
but Stomach Diseases Are 
Responsible for 32. 


Only oge death from heat was report- 
ed in the total mortality of 213 last 
week. Diseases of the stomach, always 
more deadly in summer than in winter, 
were responsible for 32 deaths. Seven- 
teen persons died of tuberculosis, four 
of bronchitis and five of pneumonia. 

Scarlatina was fatal in three cakes 
last week and typhoid fever in five. 
There was one death from erysipelas 
and one from cerebro-spinal ,fever. 

But two suicides were reported. This 
Is about half the weekly average num- 
ber. There were three homicides and 
ll accidental deaths.

Advocates Radical Changes in 
Speech Before Colorado Bar 
Association at Convention. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COTORADO SPRINGS, Colo., July 1. 
—Frederick N. Judson of St: Louis, 
sneaking at the annual convention of 
the Bar Association of Colorado today, 


law in the United States amounted to 
little short of scandal. He stated that 
this condition was due to the fact that 
extreme technicality made retrials 
rather the exception than the rul- and 
reversal of judgment an ordinary out- 
come of continued legal batties. 

Mr. Judson delivered the annual ad-' 
dress to the convention at the Broad- 
moor Hotel, his subject being ‘The 
Progress oY Law in the United States.” 

Mr. Judson declared. the science of 
jurisnrudence, apart from the practical] 
administration of the law, has been 
progressive. Legislation has been keep- 
ithe pace with the changing and de- 
veloping features of our industrial 


civilization, he said, but when we turn f 


to the actual administration of the law 
we find on every side complaints that 
the progress of the law 18 not com- 
mensurate with that of human society. 
This opinion is voiced, he said, In legal 
journals, bar associations, and, but re- 
cently, by President Taft. 


Complaint in Old Times, 
He said the complaint of the law’s 


delay is an ancient one. It was voiced 


ty-five years ago, he said, the American 
Bar Association declared the chief 
causes of delay were complex pro- 
cedure, inadequate judiciary, procrasti- 
natfon, retrials, unreasonable appeals 
and uncertain law. 

Recent investigations show no ‘better 
conditions now, except in a few states, 
he said, from one to six years being re- 
quired to get a decision from the Su- 
preme courts of different states, and 
similar delays being encountered in the 
Federal courts. He said the failure of 
the administration of the law in this 
country is more startling when com- 
pared with the promptness and efficien- 
cy of the administration ef law, civil 
and criminal, in Great Britain. 


Reform in England. ¢ 
Mr. Judsbdn explained the cffective 


reform which has been made in BPin- 
gland in the administration of justice, 
and said that the technicalities inecl- 
dent: to the administration of both 
the civil and criminal law with which 
we are so fagiliar in this country 
are unknown Engiand. 

Such questions as are frequent in 
the appellate courts of this country 
as to whether exceptions were prop- 
erly saved to the rulings of the court, 
or whether matter appeared in thé 
bill of exceptions which should have 
appeared in the record proper, or vice 
versa, are practically unknown in 
England, he said. . 

Challenges of furors in Engiand, he 
declared, are said to be as rare as 
ghallenges of judges in this country. 
Questions of evidence, which ure al- 
most incessant in a contested trial in 
this country, he declared, are unt 
known in England. 

Mr. Judson ascribed part of the 
lagging steps of judicial reform in 
this country, in some measure, to the 
conditions of our political develop- 
ment, to our complex Federal syntem, 
rigid written constitutions, which 
tend fo intensify professional con- 
servatism and make our lawyers and 
judges strict constructionists, and to 
develop a class of questions which 
crowd our, court dockets and which 
cannot be raised under the English 
system. : 

Our government was organized under 
the distinct theory that the permanent

These conditions, however, 
do not make judicial reform hepeless, he 
held. 

Legislative reform of codes of proced- 
ure do not meet the difficulty, he said. 
We had reform codes of form of plead- 
ing in this country long before the éf- 
fective reform was adopted tn England 
in 1873. 

The existing delays are as great in 
such states as Missouri, which has 
adopted the reform code pleading, as in 
any others, he said.

England as compared with that in this 
country, said Mr. Judson, who holds 
that the whole course of our legislation 
nas been to depreciate the power of 
the judiciary. Rules of procedure are 
made, not by the judges as in England, 
but this country by the legislature. 
Practically all of the judges are select- 
ed, sometimes for short terms, and the 
trial judges are forbidden to charge the 
jury except upon written instructions, 
with the result of making the judge 
practically an umpire for contending 
parties, and not an effective agent in 
the administration of justice. 














In this connection he called attention 
to the recent action of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in appoinr- 
ing a committee for the reformation 
of the rules of equity. “How much 
better that such rules should be framed 
by the court which is to construe and 
apply them, than by any act of Con- 
grees,”” he Said.

Commerce Board Finds Lehigh 
Road Discriminated in Favor 
of Own Coal Company. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The anthra- 
Gite coal combination received a hard 
blow today when the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission rendered its opinion 
fn the case of Ilenry E. and Caroline 
Meeker against the Lehigh railroad.

During the “lying in state,” the public were free- 
ly admitted into the presence of this magnificent 
array of royal splendor. Thousands of the com- 
mon people availed themselves of the oppor- 
‘tunity, each carrying a wax taper, an in- 
cense stick and a few flowers and were received by 
Officials appointed for the purpose. The tender, 
aving manner in which these offerings were pre- 
sented and received showed the devotion of all 
classes to their late King. 
Preparations for the cremation were carried on 
day and night. The Phra Meru, a large central 
building, square in shape and 240 feet to the tip 
ot the spire, was erected in which to cremate the 
body. Four smaller square buildings flanked the 
corners and the whole was surrounded by beauti- 
} _ful pavilions. The handsomest was for the King 
and Queen Mother, and the others for officials 
and lower ranks of society. Red and blue cloth, 
' gilt paper and tinse! of all colors, with curtains 
et oe of gold, made a picture of rarest color 
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A procession of the afmy, navy, princes, noble- 
men and envoys of all the principal nations of 
the world escorted the body of the late King 
from the Grand Palace to the cremation build- 
ing. 

The most conspicuous features of the proces- 
sion were the two gilded charjots. These were 
boat-shaped, richly carved, gilded and thickly set 
with iridescent incrustations. From the boat- 
shaped base of the chariot rose a. graceful pyra- 
mid, and high up at the summit was a little pa- 
vilion. There, on a cloth of gold, sat the Great 
High Priest of Buddhism, a brother of His Late 
Majesty. The second, or funeral chariot, was 
larger and more magnificent in design, and there, 
under a graceful pavilion. on cloth of gold, ‘rested 
the magnificent golden funeral urn, resplendent in 
precious jewels glittering in the late afternoon 
sunshine. 

Immediately behind this chariot walked the 
young King, alone. 3 

The scene as the urn was elevated to its place 
in the Phra aeru, was beyond description. The 


scarlet-clad Tamruet band, the 200 red-coated men 
hauling the funeral coach, the many seven-storied 


umbrellas of royalties, officials in court robes, 


processions of strangely clad priests, curiously 
costumed pipers, the royal bodyguard, and uni- 
formed foreign delegation grouped about the re- 
splendent funera] pyre and golden chariots made a 
spectacle never to be forgotten. 

No modern nation, which has accepted in any 
considerable degree the progressiveness of our 
time, makes such a gorgeous spectacle of a 
royal funeral as does Siam. 

The cost of the pyre, with all the surrounding 
pavillions erected for priests and spectators, 
assumes astounding proportions. Only new 
material may be used. Cloths of gold and silver, 
precious stones, expensive decorations of glass, 
porcelain and fvory, and innumerable wreaths 
of the finest flowers made the pyre magnificent 
In the extreme. 

New and faultless timbers of teak were cut, 
and carpets and fences of new bamboo woven. 
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None of the material ever can be used-again for 
purposes with which the slightest ceremony is 
connected. The pyre and pavilions are dis- 
mantled carefully and all the timbers and dec- 
orations are given to the priests. 

The day following the death of the King was 
set aside for the ceremony of drinking water in 
token of allegiance. All subjects shaved their 
heads and remained bald during the months of 
mourning while the living King prepared the 
pyre for the body of his predecessor, which 
were brought to a close by seven days of cele 
bration immediately preceding the cremation. 

After the body of a king had been taken in 
great pomp to the pyre, the inhabitants gathered 
there to enjoy the theaters, puppet-shows, 
shadow plays, displays of fireworks and other 


amusements supplied free, 
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At sundown of the ‘seventh day, the body of 
the dead king was transferred from a golden 
urn, in which it had been preserved, to @ ves 
sel of copper. This was placed on @ pile of 
fragrant, gold-tipped sticks of wood arranged in 
the center of the pyre. A quick-burning fuse 
or train of gunpowder was laid from the pyre 
to the pavilion occupied by the reigning king, 
and just as the sun disappeared he lighteq the 
fuse with holy fire from the temple. 

All the spectators favored with places inside 
the inner circle, then went to the pyre, lighted 
candles and placed them im the fire. Attendants 
constantly fought the flames to prevent their 
spreading and consuming ‘the whole structure. 
When the cremation was over, the ashes of the 
king were put into the golden urn again and 
turned over to the royal family. The ashes

His late Majesty, previous to his death, 
ordered that the ceremonies be as simple and ime 
expensive as consistent with his royal rank, and 
that all money thus saved be used for the edue 
cational development of his country. Where other 
kings have not been cremated for three or four 
years after death, and the intervening time hag 
been spent in vast preparations, in this case all” 
was done within six months. 

‘The vast sum of money that has thus been 
saved is stimulating the nation to. form — 
schemes for the education of the people. At the 
death of the King a request was made by his pres- 
ent Majesty that memorial services be held in ev- 
ery temple and church of every religious faith 
throughout the country. This was done. 

Later we were told that His Majesty had decid- 
ed to make useful gifts to every temple, church, 
school and hospital throughout the country, in 
memory of his father. This was indeed a royal 
conception and has been royally accomplished. 

The American community was asked to ap- 
point three representatives to be present at the 
cremation and chose Rev. William Harris from the 
North Siam, or Laos Mission; the Rev. F. L. Sny- 
der from the Stam Mission, and W. Blackett for 
the merchant community.

to preserve this ancient citadel for generations 
tc come. Walls that had crumbled for centuries 
were rebuilt, floors were repaired or relaid and 
sheets of cement were laid over the tops of cliff 
dwellings that had been almost torn away by 
torrentia: mountain rains. 

The Stone Age gav> this prehistoric city. to the 
world, and no record of ano‘her time was left 
there until the white man went to dig amid the

Tourists Can Now Reach 
Cliff Palace With Comparative Ease 


HERE are no evidences to indicate that 
the Indians made use of the ancient citi- 
del, or even visited it; but this may be 

accounted for by the fact that part of the 
canyon wall fell away, hundreds of years ago, 
perhaps, leaving the cliff city almost inacces- 
sible. At any rate, the deserted dwellings slept 
in the destroying rains and snow and sun until 
some time later than 1880, when the first white 
men reaciHed this niche in the mountains by 
rlimbing over fallen tree trunks that partly 
tridged the gap, and by letting themselves down 
to the “palace” by means of lassoes. 

Thanks to the work done by Dr. Fewkes and his 
‘:sistants, the tourist now may reach Cliff Pal- 
‘ce with comparative ease. There he will see the 
dwellings just as they were centuries ago when 
their inhabitants gave up the unequal struggle 
against a changing climate that made agricul- 
ture practically impossible, or some other great 
natural force. He will find restored the living 
rooms, tne kivas or ceremonial chambers in 
which prehistoric priests and chieftains performed 
their mystic rites, and the mill rooms where wom- 
ep and girls ground and pounded corn into meal 
Ly means of stone mallets and slabs. If he be 
muscular, he cen climb “Fat Man’s Misery” or 
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Archeologists Restore Colorado Ruin That Was the 
Home of 1000 Persons When Rome Was in Her Glory, and 
That Itself Was Built on the Ruins of an Earlier /tructure Dating 


Back to Dim Ages 


“The Ladder Trail,” stairways cut in the rocky 


canyon sides by the prehistoric men who tilled 


little fields they had cleared in the cedar and 
pinon forests on the mesa’s top. 

Just across tHe canyon and in full view from 
Cliff Palace is a pueblo where people of another 
clan or another race lived while this city of the 
canyon was at the height of its prosperity. Dr. 
Fewkes, however, is of the opinion that the 
pueblo is much older than Cliff Palace, and that 
excavation there might -reveal answers to some 
of the unanswerable ques*ions propounded by 
the baffling silence ‘of the cliff dwellings. Mod- 
ern man wonders what kin! of beings inhabited 
these two dead cities, why the inhabitants of Cliff 
Palace chose such an inhospitable site for their 
abode, why the two places were abandoned and 
where the cliff dwellers and pueblo builders went. 
Nither legend nor history has any information 
to offer on the fate of these aboriginal tribes. 


American Pompeii Desertion 
Due to Increasing Aridity of the Land. 


ESA VERDE National Park abounds in 
prehistorical ruins, but none of them 
yet excavated holds so much of inter- 

est for the student or tourist as Cliff Palace. 
Vandals carried away practically all the minor 
antiquities before the Government reserved this 
interesting section of Moantezuma County, but 
Cliff Palace now is in such perfect condition 
that intimate understanding of the lives of Stone 
Age cliff men may be found there. It is a 
kind of American Pompeii, except that its aban- 
donment was not cataclysmic. No lives were 
lost in the evacuation, which, Dr. Fewkes be- 
lieves, was gradual and due to increasing aridity. 

When the first white men visited Ciff Palace 
they found mummified bodies. These were all 
removed before the Government took control, 
but calcined human ones accompanied by pot- 
tery mortuary offerings, still may be foundin pits 
on the mesa above the city, proving that crema- 
tion was practiced by the residents. The mortuary 
vessels show no marks of fire, which means they 
were put into the pits and ash receptacles after 
the bodies had been burned. The vessels con- 
tained food and trinkets, showing beyond a doubt 
that the people of Cliff Palace believed in immor- 
tality. No idols, images or evidences of worship 
were found besides the kivas or ceremonial rooms. 

The beauty of Cliff Palace has been dwelt upon 
by several writers. It bursts suddenly upon the 
traveler’s vision in a wilderness of grandeur and 
solitude, calling to mind Poe’s lines about a haunt- 
ed palace which “reared its head” against a back- 
ground of magnificent nature. F. H. Chapin, In a 
paper written in 1890. thus describes the ap- 
proach to Cliff Palace: 

“After a long ride we reached a camping ground 
at the head of a branch of the left fork of Cliff 
Canyon. Hurrtedly unpacking and hobbling our 
horses, we wended our way on foot. At about 
3 o'clock we reached the brink of the canyon 
opposite the wonderful structure. Surely its dis- 
coverer had not overstated the beauty and mag- 
nitude of this strange ruin. There it was, occu- 
pying a great oval space under a grand cliff, 
wonderful to behold, appearing like an immense 
ruined castle with dismantled towers. 

“The stones in front were broken away, but 
behind them roge the walls of a second story: 
and in the rear of these, in under the dark 
cavern, stood the third tier of masonry. Still 
farther back in the gloomy recess, little houses 
rested on upper ledges. A short 
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tne canyon are cosy buildings pertued in ut 
terly inaccessible nooks.” 

The mind of the average man sickens when he 
tries to estimate the age of the oldest dwelling 
in Cliff Palace, and the number of centuries that 
elapsed before water, running over the edge of 
the cliff, wore away the soft limestone beneath 
and excavated this magnificent cave. Dr. Fewkes 
finds evidences that the present Cliff Palace, 
old as it must be, is a new city built over the 
ruins of another cliff structure, the foundations 
of which were laid in the dim ages that prob- 
ably have been closed to us forever. 

“The population of Cliff Palace,” Dr. Fewkes 
writes, “was composed of many clans, more or 
less distinct and independent, which were rap- 
idly being amalgamated by marriage; so we may 
regard the population as progressing toward a 
homogeneous community. Cliff Palace was prac 
tically a pueblo built in a cave; its population 
grew from both without and within. New clans 
from time to time joined those existing, while 
kirths continually augmented the fiumber of 11: 
habitants. 


Ruins Belong to Stone Age, 
No Evidence of White Man’s Culture. 


R. FEWKES found about 125 apartments 
in the ruins from which it is inferred 
that the population consisted of 

than 1000 persons when the city was at 
height of development. 

Cliff Palace is different from the majority of 
cliff dwellings and pueblo ruins in many re 
spects, and some of these differences have given 
rise to new problems concerning the prehistoric 
races that inhabited the Southwest. 

“Nothing was found,” writes Dr. Fewkes, “to 
indicate that Cliff Palace was inhabiteq during 
the historic period. The inhabitantg were not 
acquainted with metals brought by the white 
man to the Southwest. The absence of glass and 
glazed pottery is significant. No sheep. horses 
@r other beasts of burden paid them tribute. In 
fact, there is no evidencé that they had ever 
heard of white men. 

“These ruins belong to the Stone Age in Amer- 
ica and show no evidence of white man's culture. 
Except that it is prehistoric, the period at which 
Cliff Palace was inhabited is thereto: e a matter 
for archaelogical investization to dete;mine. No 
additional information was obtained bearing on 
current theories cf causes that leq the anctent 
occupants of the Mesa Verde cliff dwellings to 
adopt this inhospitable and inconvenjent habitat.” 

While Cliff Palace is practically one bie struc- 
ture, it may correctly be spoken of as a city. At 
any rate it is a type of what must have been 8 
very large settlement in those days. There ig a 
principal “street” and many passageways, by 
which the inhabitants went from one part of tha 
big cave to another, have heen revealed by ah 
removal of debris and rubbich. The cteg

The walls are 
nearly all of stone, much of which is neatly 
dressed and laid with skill. tany of the dwell- 
ings were plastered both inside and outside with 
mortar composed principally of clay or sand. 
The plaster and masonry display different qual). 
ties in different parts of the town, proving that 
there were “classes” ard “masses” even in the 
Stone’ Age. The house once occupled by the 
Speaker-chief of the city is exceptionally well con- 
structed and the plaster on its walls is smooth. 
Small finger prints are found in the plaster of all 
the houses, which is believed to indicate that 
this work was done by women and children, while 
the men performed the heavier labor of masonry. 
Cobs and grains of a kind of corn now raised 
by Ute Indian squaws without frrigation are 
found in the plaster occasionally. : 

The apartments in Cliff Palace are divided by 
Dr. Fewkes into living rooms, milling rooms, stor- 
age rooms, towers, round rooms, kivas and rooms 
of unkown use. The most imposing feature of the 
city is its round tower, which stands on a high 
rock, commanding a view of the entire settle- 
ment and the whole lower part of the canyon in - 
which the pueblo was built. This tower is what 
lends such a singularly striking effect to Cliff 
Palace when. it first looms against the canyon 
wall, as the visitor emerges from the forest,

R. FEWKES believes these cliff dwellers 
stored corn against famine, basing his

It is his opinion that 
the cliff dwellers of this palace lived the out-

The people of 
Cliff Palace bad no lamps. Fireplaces of excel 
lent design are found in all the dwellings. 

The ceremonial rooms were without windows 
and were lighted by fire pits dug fn the floors. 
Some of these pits have been shipped deep in 
solid rock. Wood ashes fill these pits and fire- 
places, just as when the inhabitants went away. 

Almost all the big timbers used in Cliff Pal- 
ace were carried away and burned by hunters 
prospectors and stockmen before the park was re- 
served. The tourist still may see the holes ip 
the walls where big beams once rested, but there 
are not more than half a dozen pieces of the orig- 
inal timber left. i

A roamed al] over the earth for a distance 
of 5,000 miles, in search of his family, 
from which he was separated by the Galveston 
flood, Frank Schromm, a veteran of two wars,

On 
the night of Nov. 8, 1900, the lights of Galveston 
went out. The storm burst in fury and the 
waters of the gulf swept over the city. 

The aged baker started for his home from his 
piace of business in the city, but never reached 
it. He never even saw it again, except in a mass 
of debris and wreckage many days after the 
storm hed subsided. Five thousand lives were 
lost in that disaster, and after searching for 
duys for traces of.his family, Schromm was con- 
‘ vinced that all had been killed or drowned.

AM an old man—99—

simply no use to try w get money from any 
source, in spite of the fact that I had been in 
business there and should have been able to 
dc so. 

I had some friends in New Orleans and [ start- 
ed to go there. I had to walk most of the way, 
but I did not mind that, for I loved to be out in 
the open air, and, for a man of my age, I got 
along pretty well. On the way I thought the 
whole matter over and came to the conclusion 
that it was possible some of the children might 
have escaped. [ knew, of course, that they would 
search for me, but I remembered that they likely 
would think, when they could not find me, that I. 
too, had been drowned. And I know now that. 
they did think just that very thing. 

I had a big task before me, but I resolved that 
I would do everything possible to find out wheth- 
er any of my girls were saved and if there was 
the slightest clew to.go on I would spend the rest 
of my life trying to find them. I got to New 
Orleans all right, and found my friends. They 
were sorry for me, but I could not allow myself 
to be a burden on them, and, even though I was 
offered a home there, I would not accept it and 
made other plans. 

It was true that [ lost my business and all my 
money, but I was not without means of support, 
for I had served my adopted country in two wars 
and I was soon able to get my pension money 
regularly. This was enough to provide for mv 
simple wants, and enable me to travel about ir 
search of my children. Then my wandering be- 
gan and I kept it up for 11 years. A part of the 
time I had no definite destination, but I could not 
be contented in one place. I just kept on thre 
go, because I was restless and I thought thar 
some time or other I might find soine trace ol 
niy children. 


Many times I returned to Galveston to try tc 
see if someone did not know something of them. 
But it was always the same story. Nobody had 
seen any of them since the awful storm. «My busi- 
ness had been completely wiped out, and it was 
just the same as if I had never been in busi- 
ness there. There was just one comfort, though, 
and that was I could always go to the soldiers’ 
home there, if I wanted to, and I thought that 
some day, maybe that would be my final resting 
place. But then the thought of my children would 
come over me and I would start out again. 

Following the faintest clews I went to Florida, 
then I went up into Canada and to British Colum- 
bia, always searching, always inquiring whether 
anybody knew anything of my relatives.

How Criminals Are Tried In Italy 


of the Camorrists at Viterbo have made 

many people wonder if there is any sy% 
tem at all about. criminal trials, and, if there 
be, what the system is like. There is a system, 
and a very simple one it is, though utterly dif- 
ferent from that which governs procedure in 
American or English courts. 

The trial takes place before three judges and 
a jury, to which are added a certain number of 
extra jurors who are sworn and are present in 
court to hear the testimony, and are held ready 
to take the place in the jury box of any juror 
who may in the course of the trial be incapac- 
itated from further service. The depositions of 
all the witnesses have been taken in writing and 
signed before the trial begins. Each of the 
judges has a copy of these before him. The 
prosecutor and the coungel for the accused fur- 
nish to the ceurt a list of the witnesses they 
desire called, and these are all summoned by the 
court, which has power te punish non-attendance. 

The first thing that happens when the trial 
begins is the questioning of the accused by the 
presiding Justice. In Italy, ‘as in most of con- 
tinental Europe, a man accused of a crime is 
consikiered by the law to be the very best wit- 
ness to his own guilt or innocence. In England 
and America the accused need not testify unless 
he choose. In Italy he is the first and most im- 
portant witness. 

The accused is allowed the widest scope in de- 
fending himself. He has a right to tel) his 
own story in his own way, to offer anything he 
can in the way of justification or palliation; even 
hearsay evidence is admissible. The judge has 
absolute discretion as tq what testimony may 
be received and what excluded, ap‘ any judge 
who exercised this discretion up’ stly would be 
an objéct of execration. Bias on the part of 
one judge ig possible, but there are always the 
other two judges on the bench with him, and 
they are a perfect check against unfairness.

ing, she dressed her three boys, one aged 6, one 
4 and the baby 2, and told her husband she was 
going to seek the protection of her brother. Nor- 
ton seized the children, had them spirited away 
and turned her out. At that time the law gave 
the father despotic control over his children. The 
mother had no more legal rights to the babies 
she had borne than the nurse who tended them. 

The Hon. Charles wished to divorce his wife. In 
order to do so he had first to bring suit against 
the alienator of her affection. He cast about in 
vain for six weeks to find anyone with whom to 
besmirch the character of this highly regarded 
lady. : Lord Melbourne, then Prime Minister, had 
been a caller at his house. Norton himself had 
urged his wife to use her influence with Mel- 
bourne, an ardent admirer of her grandfather, to 
further his own political interests. So eager had 
he been for this dignitary to notice Mrs. Norton 
that when he was calling on her Norton himself 
would deny admittance to her family. 

All England was shocked at the scandal. The 
trial, which it had been expected would be sen- 
sational. turned out a farce. Norton had broken 
open his wife’s private writing desk (Géorge 
Meredith makes use of this incident in “Diana 
of the Crossways,” the Norton story in fiction), 
and with the correspondence as evidence, brought 
a suit that made the great world of London laugh 
at him. Here are a few specimens of the letters: 

“T will call about half-past four. Yours, 

“MELBOURNE.” 

“How are you? I shall not be able to come to- 
day. I shall tomorrow.” 

“No house today. I will call after the levee. 
If you wish it later let me know. I will then 
explain about going to Vauxhall. Yours.” 

He lost his case, the decision of the jury being 
received with a roar Of applause from the crowded 
courtroom. 

Everyone believed political antagonism to be 
the basis of the suit; that Norton had been the 
tool of Melbourne's enemies. It aided rather than 
injured the Prime Minister. He became the chief 
counselor and adviser of the young Queen Vic- 









ini and was honored at court, where Mrs. Nor- 
ton was barred. She was not sought after now 
as'she had been before the teeth of scandal clawed 
her name. 

Her sole thought now was for her children. 
For four years she never saw them. All sorts of 
subterfuges were practiced by her to get a 
glimpse of her darlings, when entreaties to,their 
father failed; she used to haunt the parks where 
they took their airing; once she gained admit- 
tance to the house where they were kept, but 
when she ventured again the door was slammed 
in her face. She even rose from a sick bed and 
shivered for hours on a wharf, whence they weie 
to sail, only to find they had again been spirited 
away. When she did see them finally, in the 
presence of a trial witness and only for a half 
hour, the eldest little boy showed her a letter 


he had scrawled to his “dear mamma.” 

“Why didn’t you post it?” she asked through 
her tears. 

“They wouldn't let me,” he answered, “so | 
kept it. I knew | would see you sometime.” It 
was only when the baby, William, died from a 
neglected injury that Norton relented enough to 
let her see—rarely—the remaining two. 

Though separated, they were not divorced. He 
had failed: she through returning to him had 
forfeited whatever rights she had. They quar- 
reled constantly over the children and money 
matters. He had seized her copyright: her lit- 
erary earnings-were his by law; even at the death 
of her mother, the Sheridan pension bequeathed 
to her was now his. He refused to contribute 
to her support, and when sued by her creditors 
again dragged her into court for further insult 


and humiliation. 


Then this daring woman determined she would 
have justice. The law could not give it to her, so 
the law was wrong. Single handed, without the 
yote, semi-disgraced, she bole, drew up the in- 
fant custody bill and pushed it—though once de- 
feated—to a final passing of both houses in 
1839. This, act permitted a mother who was de- 
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death, 


nied access to her children; if she was proved 
virtuous, to have a court of justice decide when 
she could see them. For the first time in En- 
glish law the natural right of the mother as 
separate from those of the wife were recognized. 
The despotism of the father was finally destroyed. 

But she was not satisfied. She laid poetry 
aside and became a pamphleteer and ardent advo- 
cate of justice to women. 

Their enf:anchisement she did not dream. “The 
natural position of woman is imferiority to man,” 
sne says, horrifted at belng accused of the heresy 
of equality. “That is ;2 thing of God’s appoint- 
ing, not man’s devising. I never pretend to the 
wilt and ridiculous doctrine of equality.” Her 
“English Laws for Women in the Nineteenth 
Century” and “A Letter Addressed to the Queen” 
led to the drawing up of Lord Cranworth’s bill of 
divorce, Which passed the Commons and Lords in 
1856, and went into effect in 1858. and is still the 
matrimonial law of England today. During the 
passing of the bill 3000 women rejnforced Mrs. 
Norton, not by storming Parliament in person, 
but in the m‘ld Victorian manner of a written. pe- 
tition. The bill protected a separated wife's earn- 
ings and inheritance. Another, Mr. Norton could 
not seize his wife’s money, made by her pen, or 
snatch the pension bequeathed by her own father. 

Sorrows continued to crowd arvund Mrs. Nor- 
ton, even in her later life. Her eldest son, Brins- 
ley, died at. the threshold of a brilliant career; 
her second boy became a hopeles invalid. He had 
married an Italian girl, and their children were 
the solace of her old age. She was as generous 
in letting Norton see his grandchildren as he 
had been niggardiy in giving her her own. He 
died finally. but a few months before his un- 
married brother, Lord Grantley. “At least,” she 
said, with pardon ble petulance, when told of his

In summa:izing the best way in which to keep 
healthy I should enumerate pure air and sun 
shine contributing their vitalizing forces, food 
in moderation, easily assimilated and supplying 
heat.and working power; and the excretory svs 
tem, eliminating all impurities and disturbing 
elements from the blood, kept in healthy action. 
In the amount and quality of food and the 
variety and duration of exercise no iron-bound 
rule can be given, but each, when guided by the 
results obtained, must be a law to himself. 
You cannot lay down any comprehensive rule 
as to the amount of food that a man ought to 
eat, for the reason that no two persons are alike.

Just how much fuel is required in a person 
whose system is sound and has not been

very prevalent, especially among business men. 

Bolting food, that is, merely dropping it into 
the stomach, is very injurious. The saliva of 
the mouth is one of the most valuable digestive 
accretions. It is the plan of nature that food 
shal] be thoroughly moistened with this secretion 
before it passes Into the stomach. In that way 
the.process of assimilation is hastened and made 
easier. When food is bolted the digestive work 
is thrown entirely upon the stomach, with the 
result that that organ is overburdened and can 
only perform its task imperfectly. 

Persons who éat slowly and allow their food 
to remain in the mouth a reasonable time before 
swallowing it can eat more and derive more ben- 
efit from what they eat than those who gobble 
their nourishment.

MUCH-QUOTED phrase is 
“eaviar to the general,” 
which means about the same 
as that other quotable 
phrase, “pearls _ before 
swine,’ meaning that it is 
much too good for the com- 
‘mon people. Caviar, there- 
fore, is supposed to be too 
high priced, or high flav- 
ored, for the common people. 
At all events it has been 
generally considered to be food for the nobility 
and the millionaire. 

As a matter of fact, however, very little cavia- 
1s imported into the United States nowadays, but 
caviar made in St. Louis from the eggs of Mis- 
- sissippl River sturgeon, is being eaten in the 
cafes of Paris, London, Berlin and St. Petersburg. 

' Several years ago'‘J. W. Peters, one of the vet- 
€ran fishmen of St. Louis, became interested in 
caviar. He had handled thousands of sturgeons 
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‘aught in the river, and had seen thousands of 


collars worth of the roe thrown away as worth- 
less. He knew in a general way that caviar 
was made from the roe of, the sturgeon, and 

péeded to learn more. 
‘For years he worked, trying to make caviar 
At last he suc. 
meéded, and west of New York he is the only 


_ maker of the pickled sturgeon roe in the United 


States. Mr. Peters holds to his secret process of

turned into caviar. The best is that taken from

The spoonbill roe is inferior to that of 


_ the sturgeon, and most of it is shipped, packed in 


, to New York, where it 1s used to make 
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of which is made into caviar, the most valuable 
ie the white sturgton, caught in the Mississippi, 
River. It weighs from five to twelve pounds, 
ard its eggs are black and delicate in flavor. 
The black sturgeon is the largest of the family, 
and weighs from eighty to one hundred and fifty 
pounds. The rock sturgeon is the most edible of 
all and makes the finest smoked fish. Its weight 
is from forty to seventy-five pounds. All] these 
fish are boneless, including the spoonbill, and 
have in the hollow spinal process a gristle-like 
substance, which is ‘extracted and thrown away 
as soon as the fish is caught. 

Before the manufacture of caviar began in St. 


Louis the roes of sturgeon were discarded by the 
fishermen. Mr. Peters spent a year or more trav- 
eling about the country establishing bases o1 
supply for roe. He visited 28 states in his search. 

Whenever he found a fisherman who caugnt 
siurgeon he at once made arrangeménts with him 
to cure and ship the roe to St. Louis. With this 
end in view he ships to every fisherman in his 
employ.an.outfit for curing the roe. This con- 
sists of Russian salt, which he imports from 
Hamburg, a screen for the fish eggs and several 
sieves. As soon as a sturgeon is caught the roe 
is carefully removed and, in its enveloping tis- 
sue, is placed in a brine of Russian salt. It is 


~ 


taken out then and cut into pieces and the eggs 
rubbed out slowly and carefully over the screen, 
through which they fall like shot, if they are in 
£00d condition. All the broken eggs are dis- 
carded, as they are worthless. Then the eggs 
are shipped to St. Louis in brine. 

The process from this forward is a secret one. 
Its purpose is to preserve the caviar so that it 
will keep in any climate. The Russian caviar 
is made of the pickled eggs of the sturgeon with- 
out any such preparation, and it must be frozen 
to keep it fit for consumption or else eaten during 
its season, which is a few weeks in the spring.

Nell Gwyn lost 400 guineas one 
night to the niece of the notorious gambler, Maza- 
rin, who afterward died insolvent, baving lost at 
cards an enormous fortune left to her by her 
cardinal uncle. : 
Oliver Goldsmith relates a story of a woman 
who insisted on playing a game of cribbage with 
the minister who had come to soothe her dying 
hours. The clergyman lost every penny that he 
had with him ani she was just dea.ing the cards

CHAPTER I. 


AN OFFER TO OPEN THE RIVER. 
ONSIDERING the state of the imperial city of 
Frankfort, one would not expect to find such a 
gathering as was assembled in the Kaiser cellar 
of the Rkeingold drinking tavern.

During the last five years, their exactions became s» 
piratical that finaly they killed the goose that laid the 
golden eggs, so now the Rhine was without a boat, an‘ 
Frankfort without a buyer 

For too long Frankfort had lo»ked to the Emperor, 
whose business it was to keep o.der in his domain, and 
when at last che merchants, combining to help them- 
selves, made an effort towards freedom, it was too late. 
The result of tneir combination was a flotilla of neariv 
a hundred boats, which, gathered at Frankfort and May- 
ence, proceeded together down the river, convoyed by a 
fleet containing armed men, and thus they thought to 
win through to Cologne, and so dispese of their goods 
But the robber Barons combined also, hung chains across 
the river at the Lorely rocks, its narrowest part, and 
realizing that this fleet could defeat any single one of 
them, they for once acted in concert, falling upon the 
boats when their running against the chains threw thers 
into confusion, 

The nobles and their brigands were seasoned fighters 
all, while the armed men secured by the merchants were 
mere hirelings, who fled in panic; and those not eut to 
pieces by their savage adversaries became themselves 
marauders on a small scale, scattered throughout the 
land, for there was little use of tramping back to the 
capital, where already a large portion of the population 
suffered the direst straits. 

Not a single bale of goods reached Cologne, for the rob- 
bers divided everything amongst themselves, with seme 
pretty quarrels, and then they sank the buats in the deep- 
est part of the river as a warning, lest the merchants of 
Frankfort and Mayence should imagine the Rhine be- 
longed to them.
